A  BILL  TO  PKOHIBIT  THE  DISTILLATION  OF  SPIR- 
ITUOUS LIQUORS. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

2  State  of  North- Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 

3  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 

4  January,  1S63,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  in  this 

5  State,  to  distil  any  spirituous  liquors,  out  of  corn,  wheat, 

6  oats,  rye,  Chinese  sugar  cane,  syrup,  molasses,  rice,  or  po- 

7  tatoes,  or  any  mixture  of  any  or  either  of  them,  and  all 

8  persons  guilty  of  violating  this  act,  shall  for  each  and 

9  every  act  of  distillation,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 

10  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  and  imprisoned ;  the 

11  fine  not  to  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and    the 

12  imprisonment  not  to  be  less  than  thirty  days  :  [Provided,  ""X 

13  That  any  person  who  may  have  heretofore  made  a  contract 

14  with  the  Confederate  States  government,  may,  upon  ap- 

15  plication  to  the  Governor,  obtain  a  license  to  distil  spir-       / 

16  ituous  liquors,  to  fulfil  such  contract,  from  such  grain  or     / 
\^7  other  materials  procured  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State : 

18  And  provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 

19  to  repeal,  amend  or  modify  an  ordinance  passed  by  the 

20  Convention  of  this  State,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  pro- 

21  hibit  for  a  limited  time  the   manufacture   of  spirituous 

22  liquors  from  grain,"  but  said  ordinance  is  to  remain  in  full 

23  force  and  effect  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1863. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That-  this  act  shall  be  \v 
2  force  and  take  eftecf  from  and  after  its  ratification. 
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
